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FATAL FICHT. 


Police Officer Donahoe Shoots a 
Negro Dead.

Officer King Assaulted by a Powerful Colored 
Man Whom He Tries to Arrest—Donahoe 
Uses His Revolver with Fatal Effect—A 
Noon-Day Tragedy. 


Officer John Donahoe of the Third District, do- 
ing duty at the sub-station’s precinct, shot and 
killed an unknown negro at noon to-day in the 
alley between Sheridan, Webster and Garrison 
avenue and Thomas street.

HE DREW HIS REVOLVER,

to shoot, but the perspiration from his 
pocket had so rusted the weapon that the hammer 
was immovable. At this point Officer John Don- 
ahoe, one of the oldest officers on the force, ar- 
rived, his attention having been attracted by a 
oung man who resides in the _ vicin- 
ty, He had been told that the off 
cer was killed, and came prepared for an 
eycounter with the pursuer.

AN ABSURD PROJECT. 

It seems that the foreign holders of Con- 
federate bonds seriously entertain the wild 
notion that they oan force the Southern 
States to pay at least a percentage of that 
so-called debt. They have formed a syndi- 
cate of great financiers who are to hold the 
bonds for collection, and they are forming a 
combination of the bankers of England and 
the continent to “boycott” all the enterprises 
and securities of the Southern States until 
the latter are taught that it will be cheaper 
to pay than to repudiate. It is proposed in 
this matter to treat with each Southern State 
separately, as one which had a right before 
the war to contract debts, and to insist that 
it cannot be released from its share of the 
Confederate debt without the consent of the 
creditor. Strange as it may seem, Lord 
PENZANCE, one of the law lords, and divers 
British statesmen and eminent bankers, fig- 
ure at the head of this stupid and utterly 
impracticable scheme. 

In the first place, as a business fact, the 
Confederate bonds are not due, and were 
sold subjectto the condition, expressed on 
their face, that they should be due and paya- 
ble only after the independence of the Con- 
federate States should have been recognized 
by a treaty of peace between them and the 
United States. The bonds were taken on 
this condition, at a price proportioned to the 
risk, and the holders thereof now have 
neither a legal nor an equitable claim against 
any existing political organization or entity. 
They simply bet on the success of the Con- 
federacy and lost. If it were still alive and 
struggling, its bonds would not now be due 
and payable. As it died intestate and insol- 
vent, nobody is responsible for its debits 
which are due, and certainly not for those 
which can never become due. 

Aside from the Constitutional Amendment 
which forbids any State to pay even its own 
individual debts incurred on account of the 
‘rebellion, it is absurd to suppose that they 
would, if they could, saddle themselves with 
the losses of the financial gamblers who bet 
on the success of a suppressed and extinct 
political organization. A successful reyolu- 
tion succeeds to all the pecuniary obligations 
of the power overthrown, but it is an uni- 
versally recognized rule of law and equity 
that stock taken in an extinguished rebellion 
is merely a lost wager.,

A DISPATCH from Alexandria, Egypt, says 
that an analysis of the water of the river 
Nile shows that it is infected with putrid 
matter from the mouth to the cataracts.

The Chicago Herald of Monday contains a 
second batch of revelations from Mr. Dorsey’s 
budget of information. Explaining why the Fifth 
Avenue Conference was called, he says:

He was always afraid of defeat, always nervous 
and anxious, and always without a remedy. He 
didn’t know what to do. He was as helpless asa 
baby and as void of resources. He had nothing to 
offer but plaints and fears, and his face at critical 
moments was in itself enough to defeat less hervic 
measures than those we adopted, When some- 
body said, ‘a Garfield to New Vork.“ Arthur 
— ge at it with avidity, ana pleaded tremu- 
ously with me to arrange the interview. 

As to how the purpose was carried out, he 
Says: 

Arthur wanted Garfield to come to New York. 
He wanted Conkling to meet him, Conkling, the 
manly man he is, declined to meet Garfield or any- 
body else to make trades. He was out of the 
business of political tradesman. But tue confer- 
ence met, nder the cloud of statesman and 
visitors, Garfield came to New York. There was 
a large meeting and many speeches—the meeting 
and the speeches were not the object of the gath- 
ering. In my private rooms, at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, I had arranged a personal interview be- 
tween Gen. Garfield on the one hand, aud Gen.

1 Was 
also present, atthe request of Gen. Arthur and 
Gen. Garfield, and heard what each party had to 
Say. 

In regard to the demands that were there made 
upon Garfieid, Mr. Dorsey declares it would not 
be tair to tell all he knows, though Artbur has 
persecuted him, but he feels free to make this 
statement in regard to the promises that were ex- 
torted: 

Gen. Garfield promised absolutely and unequiv- 
ocally the position of Secretary ot the Treasury 
to Levi P. Morton in the event of his election. 
He also promised that the dominant faction in 
New York should contro] the Federal appoint- 
meuts of that State. He also led us all to velieve, 
mvseif among the rest, that Mr. Coukling’s wishes, 
when they were properly and Fighttally expressed 
would be conformed to.

differ much from each other and appear more like 
flights of fancy than plain facts, but it is never- 
theless true that the cities were buried more than 
a hundred feet under the surface and that trey 
remained there undisturbed for centuries, until 
the very sites upon which they stood were for- 

otten, and forests of wild trees and vineyards 

ourished above the streets aud domes of those 
ancient cities. 

Within the lasttwo or three centuries earth- 

uakes, earthwaves and ali other internal commo- 

ons of the earth have become a matter of espe- 
cial study by our modern writers, and probably 
no earthquake has ever happened the circum- 
stances uttendine which have been so careiully 
noted as in the case of the 

EARTHQUAKE OF CALABRIA, ITALY, 
in 1783. It begun in February, 1783, and continued 
during a period of nearly three years. The first 
shock threw down in two minutes nearly every 
house in all the cities, towns and villages from 
the western flanks of the Apennine mountains in 

to Messina. in Siciy, and convulsed the 
whote country. Repeated shocks of greater or less 
violence were feitirum time to time during the 
whole period. The country over which the shocks 
extended was at times Neaved, simultaneously, 
like au angry sea, and sensations resemblin 
sva-sickness were experienced by Many 0 
the inhabitants. rees whose roots 
continued firmiy embedded in the soil were seeu 
to lash the ground with their branches. In the 
central part of the disturbed region the earth 
opened and enguiphed many large houses. So 
violently did these chasms close their yawning 
jaws that ailerwards, when excavations were 
made for the recovery ot valuable, the workmen 
found the contents of houses crushed inio a com- 
act Mass, with detached portions of masonry. 
n some instances persons were enyulied by 
one shock, and thrown out again alive by another 
one. Some of tiiese fissures that were left staud- 
145 were tro 30 to 125 feet broad, and from 
30 to feet deep. In this earthquake 40,000 per- 
sons perished, aud 20,000 more died irum epi- 
demics which resulted irom it. 

THE GREAT SiCILIAN KFARTHQUAKE 
occurred in 1693. ‘Lows and villages uli over the 
island were cruinbied to rulus, leaving searcely a 
standing uabitation ior the shelter of Lue iew be- 
wildered ople Who escaped with their lives. 
Cities ou the const of Italy suffered Severely at 


the sane time, and much destruction was caused.

GUARBRACHICO 
was a pleasant town on vile of the Canary islands, 
surrounded With fertile fields and rien vines ards-, 
It had besides a very good and eommvudivus 
port. During the night of May 5, 174, a noise 
was heard’underground Uke that oi a storm, and 
the sea retrerated. When the Gav broke and ren- 
dered visible the phenomenon which frightened 
the unfortunate inhabitants, the peak of Tener- 
iffe was seen covered with fearful red vapor. Tue 
air was on fire, a sulphurous smell suffocated 
the frightened animals, who Uitered lamentable 
groans or plaintive bDieatings. Ail at once the 
¢arth moved aud opened; torrents of lava flowed 
from the crater of Teyde, a voicano to the south- 
east, and rushed into the plains on all sides. The 
town, half swallowed up in the clefts in the 
ground, half bur ie by the vom- 
led lava. disappeared entirely. The sea 
returned to ith bed, and iunn dated ue rulus of the 
port which hed suvk down, The waves and heaps 
of cinders occupy the site of Guarrachico, and. at 
the present time remains of houses are found 
the fragments of lava. The inhabitants 
tried save themselves by flight, but most of 
them made futile attempts. Some of thew were 
swallowed up in the cleits which, pon buried 
them alive: others, suffocated by the su 22 
vapor, fell in thetr attempts to escape, any of 
those unfortunates, however, escaped with much 
ri, and seeing from afar their homes in flames 
attered themselves with the hope that they had 
death, when nearly all were crushed by 
a hail of enormous stones, the last effort of the 
furious eruption, Which then quieted down.

There 
was atime, he said, when no corpse from that of 
a one-year-old child to a ninety-year-old grand- 
father would be allowed to goto the grave without 
having the solemnity of the wake generously 
leavened with merriment. The custom at 
one time prevalent in all parts of the 
“oid country” had been transplanted 
American Soll, and wherever an Irish 
person died, young or old, if there were enough 
people of ihat nationality in the neighborhood 
they gathered in the “corpse-house,” and after 
suitable prayers, gave up the rest of the night to 
story-telline, singing and various sports which 
were liberally laterspersed with drinks of varying 
dégrees of strength. But it is best to let the ol 
Irish gentiemen, whose brogue was so slight that 
it is not worth reproducing, tell about it in his 
Own way. 

“T remember,” he said. “the wakes we had in 
Connemara 40 vears ago. There’s where the fun was. 
Nobody died; but the boys and girls for forty 
miles around would gather in, the same as if it 
was a dance, and there thev'd all stay till morn- 
ing. The corpse. neatly laid out, had seven wax 
candles burning on a table covered with a white 
cloth at his head. and near the foot was another 
table with plates of tobacco, pipes and suuff. The 
relatives near the head of the dead and the keen- 
er, the old woman that sings the iamen- 
tation for the deceased, w the 
head on the other side, = sittin where 
she could look into the face of the dead. 
Keeners could be hired, you know, if there was 
nobody in the family could cry the keen. When 
the room was full, with the visitors sitting on 
benches, boxes or klshes of turf, pretty soon you'd 
hear the u lu lu' oi the keener, a piercing mourn- 
ful wail and there she’d go on to tell what a good 
man he was and how happy he met death, and the 
grief it brought to his people, and she’d pray that 
he was with the angels and that the 
winds’d blow soft and the turf row 
green over, closing the cry with ‘Uhia- 
uhla-gohla-goane,’ which means that he’s gone 
forever and ever. We've had keening in this 
country, byt nothing like the kKeeners at home. 
While she wails she rocks herself to and fro, like 
this“ —-and the speaker moved his body backward 
and forward—‘“ali the time, or most of it at least, 
keeping her eyes on the face of the dead, nobody 
in the meantime speaking a word to disturb her. 
When the — Was through, all that 
hadn’t pipes and tobacco would move over ana 
get them, and while the smoke was rising the 
tongues around would get loosened up, and pretty 
soon somebody would be telling a ghost or 
fairy story. Many a littie lad and 
went home from those wakes scared to 
every shadow that fell across his path or every 
foot he heard behind him in the road. Yes, and 
many a grown person, too, was frightened often 
times. henever a new-comer dropped in the 
story telling was suspended while he crossed 
himself if it was a mau and got down on hig knees 
and said a prayer for the dead, Arter he 
off went the story-teller again, and may 
that there was a song. Pretty soon one of the 
ladies would bring around the decanter to the 
men, and indeed to everybody, and after a 
drink the fun ould begin again and on until 
the bottle was passed once more, The young 
folks sometimes got off in a corner by themselves 
and had theirown enjoyment. There was noth- 
ing disrespectful to the dead in what was done or 
said, and nobody at those times objected to that 
style of wake. In some parts of Ireland, notably 
iu Galway, they carried their programmes further. 
having sports and games of one kind and another, 
besides singing, story-telling and drinking.” 

In this country,“ said the old gentleman, “when 
I first came to st. Louis, thirty years ago, there 
was more freedom at wikes and less respect for 
the dead than ever I saw in Ireland. A wake in 
those days meant a first-class frolic. There were 
decanters of whisky, ana botiles of port wine for 
the women, onthe table with the tobacco and 
— and suuff in the corpse-room, anda keg of 

r was often on tap in a back room or back 

yard. Some of the boys often forgot themselves 
so far as io drink enough to make them fight. and 
I can recall the time when one man 
bit another man's ear off at a ware. 
There was the same story-telling and singing 
and all the accompaniments of the ola country 
wake. Often, too. we had the keen cried. I heard 
4a us late as a few years ago, but never since 
then.” 
Tue old-fashioned Irish wake began to die out 
in St. Louis, and everywhere eise, I guess, about 
ten years ago. One of them is very rare now, 
very rare indeed. The young folks growing up 
have taken the management. of these affairs 
into their own hands, and instead 
of wine and whisky and deer, tere 
is lemonade and soda water and cake. 
Very little of the old-time story-telling is heard— 
few fairy stories or ghosc storles—such as 
abounded in Ireland. Instead there is à little 
musiiy gossip, and a lot of old women and old men 
like myself sit around the wall and look at each 
other as if we were afraid of the corpse and of 
each other. The pipes, tobacco and snuff are 
there for us and the candle burns at the head of 
the coffin. There isa supper generally served at 
midnight for those who care to eat it. and as I 
said before, lemonade, soda and ice-water galore. 
The air of respectability about the new-fangled 
wake is enough to put us old chaps to the blush, 
andif you believe me there * few of the old 
chaps have the heart to sit one em out.”

Life Among the Mountains of North 
Carolina. | 


From the Philadelphia P ress. 

We left the railroad at Pigeon River and 
crossed the Balsam range in a wagon drawn 
5 mules. On the front seat sat a mount- 
alneer Clad in homespun garments, and on 
his head a broad-brimmed paim-leaf hat. 

I've done a power o travlin',“ he re- 
marked. “I’ve traveled in four countries. 
Hev you ever traveled much?’ he asked, 
turning to the gentleman beside him. 

“Weil, be was the reply; I've traveled 
all over t nited States and Canada, and 
part of Europe.” ; 

The old man eyed him pityingly, “And 
are ye any re ip 124 contented ?’”’ he said slowly, 

To live and die in the same house and to 
have a ‘‘plenty” to eat is all these people ask 
for. The women spin and weave, as did 
their grandmothers one hundred years ago. 
Linsey-woulsey is still in fashion. On Sun- 
day morning the little church is full of sun- 

onnets and a calico dress in the very height 
of style. It is also considered quite the 
thing to be barefouted. 

Just below here, on a small farm, lives a 
widow whose busband was killed in the late 
war, leaving her with eight children clinging 
to her skirts. She managed to hoe the corn 
and plant the potatoes, aud keep her fanrily 
from starving. We called on her one even- 
ing and found her sitting on a jog, barehead- 
ed and barefooted, watching sixteen little 
pigs eating their * oy from a trough. Not 
at all embarrassed, she invited us to take a 
“cheer” on the piazza, and told us all about 
her struggles. Finally she remarked that, 
asit was growing Samp. she believed she 
would go and put on her stockings, so we 
said good evening. 

The sun here is not as hot as elsewhere, but 
there is always a breeze. The evenings are 
80 cool that a wood-lird is necessary. Cullo- 
whee, which, by the way, is pronounced 
Cul-lo-whee, is about 3,000 feet above the 
level of the sea, and absolutely free froin ma- 
laria. Board is $3a week, including wash- 
ing. Last year the price was somewhat less, 
aud there are places near here where only 
$1 75 is asked. 

If you are fond of rice, corn bread, and 
milk, come along. All fresh meat is scarce, 
except chickens, and eggs are plenty. The 
natives of these mountains prefer simple 
living. One old lady, who was invited 
to the minister's to ten, found a boiled cust- 
ard on the table, This was a new dish to 
her, but one that tickled her palate im- 
ulensely. She passed her saucer the second 
time. with the remark: I'll take some more 
of that soft stuff with no kiver on. It tastes 
‘nation good.“ 

The people have a peculiar way of building 
their houses. ‘The spaces between the logs 
ire not filed in, and how they manage to 
keep warm in the winter is a mystery. Prob- 
ably it would be too much troubie to chink 
up the house. If a pane of glass is broken it 
stays broken, and ii the steps rot away an 
old box takes their place. Most of the huuses 
have great fire-piaces, and you can look up 
the chimuey at the stars, or the sun or moon, 
as it happens. 2

He informed 
his hearers that heaven was a very warm 
place, in fact, about as warm as Philadei- 
phia July, but that hades was ail icicles 
and Wow, and the air froze. the blood in 
one’s being. When taken to task by a white 
minister tor this unusual doctrine, he re- 
plied: “Go ‘long now! Yo’. don't know 
dese yere niggers. If I'd tole em it were 
not in hell, dey all be wantin’ to go dere, 
sho’s yo’ born.“

A mystery to most people is what beeomes 
of all the finery of fashionable ladles who 
spend $5,000 a year in dressing. It is quite 
unposstble to wear it all out, because of the 
frequency with which the styles succeed one 
another. Some unsophisticated folks are 
good enough to suppose that the fortunate 
birds of gay plumage bundle up their cast- 
oif wearing apparel and send it to the vari- 
vous charitabie institutions, or, mayhaps, 
keep some poor families respectably ciad.

BRUTAL GUARDS. 


A Pitiful Story of Ill Treatment Told by a 
Work House . 


Charles Macks, the young man who was ar- 
rested on the 10th of January, on a charge of 
grand larceny for stealing silks from Doad, Brown 
& Co., has just been released from the Work 
House, and tells a pitiful tale of his treatment 


there. He says he was in jail for five months and 
became sick; that the authorities promised to 
send him to the hospital, but, instead, 
his charge was changed to petit larceny, 
and he was sent to the ork House, 
for three months. While there his sickness, 
which was something like asthma, increased, and 
he wasso weak that he could not work, but he 
received no medical treatment, and because he 
did not work hard enough, a guard named Fritz 
beat him over the back and arms until they were 
black and blue. The guard would strike him 
without any warning, notwithstanding his weak- 
ness. Adolph Borgdorfer, a fellow Work House 
corroborated is statement and 
said that a negro was now in 
sick ward suffering from bruises 
inflicted by the guard and that others had been 
treated in the same way. The club used was a 
heavy stick loaded with lead. Macks 8 he is 
so sick now that he does not expect to live. He 
asserts that his right name is Levy, and that 
he is the son of Dr. Chas. Levy, of 124 Royal 
street, New Orleans. 

This is the story as told by Macks, and he as- 
serts the truthfulness of it and claims that he can 
prove it by other inmates. He appeared to be 
suffering, and as he said the officers were not al- 
lowed to know of such treatment, it is probably 
worthy of investigation, at least.
